At  Ihf  (»])t'niiii;  ol"  tlic  Ni'w  Yciir  a 
Singing  Clasts  was  inlrotluriHl  into  the 
work  of  tlu'  Sfssion.  vuulcr  the  loadrr- 
ship  of  .Mrs.  llHrokl  Stephous.  Mrs. 
Steplu-ns,  who  is  the  wife  of  the  pastor 
of  the  Parkdale  Tahcrnacle,  is  the 
author  of  a  nuiiiber  of  hymns,  anil  was 
formerly  teaeher  of  music  in  tlie  Nyaek 
School  for  Christian  ^^"orkers  in  con- 
nection with  the  I'hristian  and  Mission- 
ary Alliance.  She  has  taken  np  the 
work  with  gi'eat  enthusiasm,  and  good 
progress  is  being  ma  le. 

Two  Medical  Chisses  are  being  held 
each  week.  Dr.  I^owie  is  continuing  his 
Covu'se  on  Drugs  and  Medicine,  begini 
in  the  fall.  Dr.  Ilowitt  is  giving  his 
valuable  course  for  intending  mission- 
aries on  Tropical  Diseases. 

The  Class  in  New  Testament  Greek, 
nnder  Mr.  Luce,  is  showing  conimend- 
able  perseverance  and  making  good 
progress.  The  English  Classes  also  are 
doing  satisfactory  work. 


Special  Lectures  and  Addresses. 

Two  very  interesting  lectures  on  the 
Chronological  Peritnls  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment and  the  Days  of  Hcrijiture,  have 
been  given  to  the  students  \iy  Mr.  Mar- 
tin Luther  Rouse,  B.A.,  formei'ly  of 
London,  England.  Mr.  Rouse  is  an 
ardent  student  of  subjects  relating  to 
Biblical  chronology  and  anti^piities. 

A  iuii<|ue  missionary  ajif)eal  was  made 
at  one  of  the  morning  sessi<ms  last 
month.  It  was  in  the  form  of  an  im- 
personation of  Chundra'Lcla,  the  Hindu 
priestess,  telling  the  stoi-y  of  her  search 
after  God.  The  impersonation  was 
made  in  native  costunie  by  Mrs.  Rnrnell, 
an  American  lady,  who  spent  some 
years  as  a  nn'ssionary  in  India.  It  was 
a  striking  revelation  of  the  agonizing 
struggles  of  earnest,  jMKpiiring  spii-its 
in  the  darkness  of  non-Christian  lands. 

We  have  also  been  favoi-ed  by  visits 
and  adib-esses  from  Hev.  H.  R.  Hoiiie, 
Seci-etary  of  the  Upper  Canaila  Tract 
and  Hook  .Society;  Hev.  .I<'s.se  Gibson, 
Seci-etary  of  the  Upper  Canada  Hible 
Society:"  Rev.  S.  H.  Rohold.  Presby- 
terian Missionary  to  the  Jews  in  Toron- 
to, and  ]U^v.  .tas.  A.  Shimnio?i,  of 
Honan.  China. 


Evangelistic  Work. 

Mr.  I'].  10.  Preston,  the  Leader  of  the 
J']vangelistic  Band,  rei)orts  that  more 
enei'getic  and  aggressive  work  is  being 
done  this  Session  than  ever  before.  In 
the  midst  of  their  studies  the  students 
are  not  forgetting  their  Mcister's  words, 
"Come  ye  after  Me,  and  I  will  make 
you  to  become  flshei-s  of  men."  More 
Gospel  meetings  are  being  held,  and  the 
attendance  of  students  is  larger  than  in 
previous  years.  Mr.  Imrie's  kindly 
criticism  has  proved  l>eneflcial  in  cor- 
recting errors  and  in  helping  the  stu- 
dents to  beconie  more  efficient  in  this 
practical  work.  A  considerable  nimiber 
of  pei'sons  have  been  led  to  declare  their 
accejitauce  of  .Tesus  Christ.  In  addition 
to  the  work  of.  the  students  as  a  band, 
two  or  thi'ee  of  them  ai'e  engaged  each 
Sabbath  in  supplying  vacant  pulpits. 

The  Missionary  Society. 
The  regular  wtn-kly  meetings  of  the 
Society  maintain  theii-  interest  and  con- 
tinue to  be  well  attended.  Thirty-five 
students  .are  enrolled  in  six  mission 
study  classes,  engaged  in  the  systematic 
study  of  six  different  missionary  sub- 
jects, e.  (J.,  '*  The  Conquest  of  India," 
"  Daybreak  in  the  Dark  Continent," 
"The  Moslem  World,"  "  Medical  Mis- 
sions," and  the  Problems  Connected 
with  the  Cities,  and  with  the  Foreign 
Populations  in  Cauiula  and  the  United 
States.  At  the  Thursday  morning 
prayer  meeting  some  earnest  addresses 
have  been  given.  Among  those  who 
have  spoken  at  this  meeting  may  be 
mentioned  Rev.  .Toiiathan  (Tofojth  and 
Mrs.  Goforth,  of  China,  Mr.  Hay,  of 
Paraguay.  an«l  Mrs.  Talbot,  of  the  China 
Inland  Nlission.  There  are  thirteen 
st\ulenL  v«)lunleers  among  the  members 
of  the  Day  Classes,  some  of  whom  have 
voliuiteercd  since  the  Session  opened. 


The  Rochester  Convention. 

The  School  had  a  large  delegation  to 
represent  it  at  the  great  ('onvention  of 
the  Student  Volmiteer  Movement  held 
at  Rochester  two  months  ago.  Seven 
students  were  pres<'nt  there,  Mr.  J.  S. 
Mussi'hnan,  Mr.  Harrison  Roe,  Miss 
Tew,  Miss  Devitt,  Miss  Kratzer,  Miss 
Frost,  and  Mrs.  Sewell.  At  one  of  the 
morning  sessions  of  the  School  soon 
after  the  New  Year,  a  jn-ofitable  season 
was  spent  in  hearing  reports  from  these 
delegates.
